he uncovered during .a 12-month 
Polynesia, Melanesia and Papua. 


Mr William Albert Robinson, 
In conjuncion “with a French 
doctor, plans to show that the 
natives, of Polynesia and South 
Enst Asia ate related by a very 
sirange Unk—that of a disease. 

During his visits to the islands 
of the Pacific, Mr Robinson and 
the French doctor havo been 
taking blood samples of Poly- 
resian natives who are sprinkled 
Mmong the fslamis from Tahiti 
west to New Gulnea. They 
huve been able to trace the 
disense, Mlarlasis, from the ex- 
podition's starting point to its 
conclusion, 


To Trace Origin- 
In Mr Robinson’s words, “The 
scientific purpose of the trip 
was to trace the oflgin and 
migration of the people of 
Polynesia through traces of 
a disease, Polynesians Inhabit 
Islands all through Melanesia 
and Papua, and they, have 
Probubly come {rom South East 
Asia and parts of Indla. 
Mr Robinson fs the author of 
three books, cach of them con- 
cerned with hls many travels by 
bont, once around the world and 
the other trips he has made. 
The latest of these books is 
edlled, “To The Great Southern 
Sea," which tells of his 11- 
month, 15,000-mile voyage in 

the 70-foot brigantine, - Varun, 
1952, Mv Robinson left 
Tahiti, where he had settled 
down, in the Yarua. His crew 
consisted of his wife, a beauti- 
ful Thoi-Chinese woman, his 
udopted daughter and two 
Polynesian sailors, He headed 
the brig, east from Tahiti, across 
the Great Southern Sea through 
the “Roaring Forties," on the 
sume course taken by the old 


This nearly proved his un- 
doing because they met with a 
ferrific storm, and it ‘was only 
trough the superb scamanship 
which Mr Robinson had leamed 
in his many years at sea; that 
he was able to gain ultimate 
victory over the elements, 
skirting the Antarctic ice 
regions, they followed the Hum- 
boldt Current up the coast of 
South Ameri. making cight 
stops which included Valparalso, 
Lima, and: Panama. 


Uneventful 

The voyage north was follow- 
ed by an uneventful trip from 
Galnpagos Islands back to 
Tahitl with the trade winds. 

Mr Robinson, born In Wis- 
consin, USA, has always held a 
keen interest in the sea, cven 
though’ he set out in life td be 
a textle engineer. While he 
was studying to be a textile 
engineer he was drawn to tha 
docks where he used to watch 
the sailing shlps head out to 
sea. 

It was hen, -In 1925, that he 
decided to start learning naviga- 
ticn, and an Idea to sail around 
the world was born in his.mind. 
Three years later his dream be- 
came a reality, oe 

In 1028, he bought o small 
32-foot ketch. the Svaap, 

it was In this thoy craft that 
he becamo the skipper of the 
smallest craft to circumnavigate 
the world under ita own-sall.
